medal of honor.. It was the tribute of 
the co.uritry, [voiced by.' that branch of 
the service in witch they served, for 
their meritorious conduct when put- to. 
the\ severest test.; 'In addressing our 
newest heroes at -the presentation es- 
ercises Secretary. Daniels said: 


"The medals presented today 


tokens of . a grateful country's 
elation of work nbblr 'done, of thirty 
weir performed, of readiness- to face 
grave danger. They are given to men 
who by their, conduct -under ' fire have 
won renown not only -for themselves, 
but for their companions in arms, their 
comrades who, while Jipping- -for •op- 
portunities for themselves, yet rejoice 
in the good fortune of their shipmates 
in being where the fight was thickest, 
the field of. service greatest, for that is 
the ambition, of men bearing arms. 
And that. is one of the most pleasing 
elements in the gratification we feel 
today— this readiness to extend the 
merit and the "honor to all who wear 
the uniform. 


"You know that the signal most 


prized in the fleet is the one flying 
from the flagship telling, with its let- 
ters of many colors, -that something 
has been 'well done,' and that, while 
some particular one, perhaps, has won 
it, yet the honor Is for the ship and all 
its crew of officers and men whose 
teamwork has made the winning pos- 
sible. 


"The bluejacket! Let us take off our 


hats to him in the street, for his uni- 
form Is the blue badge of courage; 
take him by the hand, for his hand 
protects our homes; treat him with 
respect, for he rings true, and his heart 
Is of the finest gold." 


The medal of honor is the highest rec- 


ognition any American can receive from 
his government All fourteen who re- 
ceived the medal of honor received also 
a gratuity of ?100. Thirteen of them 
were advanced six months ago to the 
next higher rating, and the fourteenth 
man was given permission to partici- 
pate in the next examinations for war- 
rant officer. 


All fifty-two of the other enlisted 


men -who distinguished themselves less 
only tlinn those awarded the medal 
of honor received letters of commen- 
dation from the navy department.
